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Booze and the preaa agent Hoot 
leggare get publicity. 

My attention has been called to i 
series of articles In (he Outlook lr 
regard to bootlegging. This lllus 
(rated weekly of current life thlnk> 
nothing of pres* agenting 
bootleggers though it would probe 
bly hesitate to advsrtlse some of tht 
Old Testament vices, even by Indlrec 
tlon. 1 have no doubt that this 
Journal sent out a very able corre 
spondant who could track down a 
drink of boots with neatness and dis¬ 
patch. And having succeeded lr 
mingling with the drab and sordid 
underworld, It thinks It proper to 
advertise our shame. In tht Issue 1 
examined, the dipsomaniac was ad¬ 
vised that New Jersey was wet. 
Pittsburgh was wide open, and that 
In Cleaveland that liquor could bt 
bought by the case. 

There it no question but what pub 
llcatlons such as contained In the 
Outlpok making the bootlegging pro 
feaslon one of Importance, has door 
much to stimulate the thirst of dip¬ 
somaniacs, furnished them with an 
guments for the continuation of thi 
habit, and added somewhat to tht 
respectability of drinking. 

At the time that the old and salted 
voters of the prohibition states amen 
ded the constitution, It was consider 
ed a wonderful thing that New York 
voted so largely for prohibition when 
It was not ready either mentally oi 
physically to accept It. It was like 
niaklng a good resolution on the pari 
of a person who did not have etrengtl 
of character enough to carry It out 
We who have lived in dry territory 
know somethlsg about the shock that 
came to thousands of dipsomaniac* 
when the country went dry 

Hut what we did not know wa* 
that the most .Intelligent class, the 
writers, were so dependent upon al 
cohol. My experience with alcohol 
Is that it took away all ability and 
desire to write. It seemed to loosen 
the tongue, but If In a moment ol 
exaltation I would write down my 
burning thoughts, the product soured 
over night, and had to be thrown 
away. Hut anyone who can read 
sign knows now that of all clasne* 
and conditions of persons, that the 
New York writers, the top of the pro¬ 
fession, were hard hit by prohibition 

So 1 take it that almost any of the 
professional writers If given anas 
plgnment that required the purchase 
of alcohol, that they would have nc 
trouble in tilling It and writing about 
It afterwards. In fact they would 
come steaming on the quest. 

Within the last year 1 have been 
in most of the big cities In the east, 
and I have spent considerable time 
there on all sorts of missions, but in 
each case, I have associated with re 
8 pectable people. In that time, in 
eluding at least a dozen visits, 1 have 
not been In a city where 1 could have 
bought a drink, so far as 1 know. 1 
feel sure from such Information as Is, 
contained In the Outlook that If 1 
had been on the pad for a drink, that 
I could have feed and bribed under¬ 
lings until I had gotten something 
that might have passed lor a drink 
But 1 only know It through my read¬ 
ing and not from my experience as a 
traveler 

My memory Is very vivid as to con¬ 
ditions six or seven years ago. Then 
1 traveled to the city on trains loaded 
tvlth persons In various stages of 
druukenness. I saw the Mushed if aces 
and preternatural solemnity of the 
drunken asses who the more thev 
drank the more dignified they be¬ 
came. Carrying their liquor they 
called It. To them It was more Im¬ 
portant to be drunk and act sober 
than to be sober and actXgay. And 
more than that, In the near, dead 
days, now gone beyond recall, the 
city was full of persons Vearlng 
whiskey faces, the red, swollen de¬ 
cayed countenances, that have al¬ 
ready become a thing of the past. 1 
know plenty of young boys who have 
never seen a whiskey face and this 
In six years. 

I saw a few drunken men In New 
York during a course of a three 
weeks stay there, but in the other 
cities I savy hdfc one. The hotels 
were tilled with people noted for 
their severity, so far as chumming 
was concerned. Hut even in New 
York, if 1 had surrendered my free¬ 
dom from strong drink so painfully 
purchased about twenty years ago, 
and had started hot foot for a snifter, 
I would not have known how to have 
made the opening break. In fact 1 
would not'have known that It was on 
the market at all except for current 
literature which continually flaunts 
the fact before a thirsty world. If It 
were not for the disgrace connected 
with it, I would like to run a drink 
down In the citv sometime. 1 know 
too that when 1 did get Into one of 
the wet places that I would Immedi¬ 
ately conclude that the whole world 
was wet. 

My only experience in New York 
along those lines was an effort to buy 
an antiseptic of some kind for a 
mouth wash and being refused In a 
drug store. I offered to take any 
preparation that the druggest sug¬ 
gested. 1 was not thinking of the 
liquor law at all. Hut It speedily 
dawned upon me and I went away 
from that place with a tube of tooth 
paste to show my good Intentions. 

1 snow that there is a great differ¬ 
ence in observing a city from the 
point of a sojourner !h the hotels 
and that of a resldenter. Hut where 
as a few years ago we mingled with a 
drunken world, now so far as I have 
observed, It Is a sober world. I be¬ 
lieve that this has more to do with 
the development of the painted, bob¬ 
bed flapper than anything else. I f 
she had flaunted her fair self ten 
years ago, she would have been a 
flapper no more. 

There Is no more effort to force 
upon tbs traveller bootleg whiskey 
than there Is to sell him opium' or 
any other kind of poison. I feel sure 
that such articles as the Outlook 
must give the man who stays at 
home the Impression that he would 


have to keep the bootleggers oft of 
him Iftje went to the city. 

There was a time when I consider 
ed myself a floe Judge of whiskey. I 
specialized in whiskey. As for bran¬ 
dy, wine, beer, and such slop, I 
never considered.that I had the abtll- 
tlee of a connoisseur,'but It was hard 
to fool me on whiskey. 1 considered 
then that It was s kind of a liquid 
food that added zest and Interest to 
life and was distinctly the drink of a 
man. But after I had served mj 
term, It occurred to me one day that 
the silver cord had loosened, and 
that soon the golden bowl Itself might 
be broken, and 1 put myself through 
a course of sprouts and marked John 
Barleycorn off my list of friends. 1 
even alienated friends who came to 
visit us by having no stroog drink t<> 
vet before them. It was awkward at 
tlrst. 

From the samples that are offered 
In whiskey cases at oourt, I have 
come to the conclusion that whiskey 
as we used to know It has passed from 
the earth. All they show now las 
liquid that looks like kerosene oil 
Whiskey used to be red. 

I have been fighting the Influenza 
for over s month' If four rattle 
snakes had bit me at the same time 
I could not hsvs been worse poisoned 
And thirty years ago the ipeclHc for 
Influanis was whiskey and quinine 
and during the ssd, depressing courer 
of the disease memory cunjured tht 
thought of that heroic remedy, anti 
I am not sure but wliat \ would havt 
been glad to have tried It again li 
there had been an opportunity;. Her 
naps not for I am proud of this free 
dom that has oome to me and would 
not want to Jeopardize It. Hut 1 
was safe from the experiment. 

Last year when an aged chieftain 
of the countryside was on his way, lr 
tils last illness he was unable to ewal 
low any food unlese hie appetite wa- 
tempted by a spoonful! of whiskey 
A pint would have seen him througl 
but It was not obtainable. No om 
thought to write to the Outlook 
The county had many drug stores 
doctors and sporadic chemists, anr 
since then there have been eigne oi 
bootleggers passing through, but s< 
far as the immediate and legltlmah 
need of alcohol was concerned, then 
was no supply. 

On the other hand we hear a trav 
eller's tale Le this: At the Henn 
sylvsnls ststlon In New York s mai 
wslked Into s chair car. He ws 
unsteady and was carrying a load 
with ail due dignity. He sat dowi 
and passed Into an unhealthy slum 
her. At Baltimore he woke up and 
turned this way and that and heard 
the people In car talking. He burst 
forth with the following, or words to 
the effect. “I am blind. Why did 1 
change bootleggers?" 

As far as the circle of my acquaint 
anceshlp la concerned, they have al 
ceased to drink. 1 think sometime* 
that very few parsons know as man) 
people as I do. I Inherited a facultj 
from my father which enables me t< 
remember those whom 1 have mtt 
and they are scattered far and wide 
And no small part of them I met In 
barrooms, where the tired used tc 
relax It Is possible that aa man) 
men as 1 could count on ths Ungers ol 
my hands would stllltake a drink If 
properly approached, but even of 
this I am not sure. But I am sure 
that none of them have regular 
sources of supply and that they d< 
not give the thought of stoking wltl 
alcohol a second thought. Hut It I* 
quite evident that 1 do not assoclatt 
with the kind of people that tht 
editor of the Outlook and other writ 
ers of New York run with. 

They do not seem to be able to cut 
the drinking out of the current fiction 
Always the details of the drink creep 
In. Shaking cocktails, the pocket 
flask, the furtive bootlegger and tht 
like. These are dangled before the 
avid readers of this kind of trash and 
prepare the Immature mind for ex 
perlments to satisfy a curiosity thus 
aroused. 

It Is a very strange thing that the 
novelist Is allowed to portray his Idea 
of nice people and then show them up 
taking drinks and violating the law 
If they were real persons and he was 
writing their biographies it would 
not be considered a clubby thing t> 
do to give Information that would 
lead to a speedy action by the grand 
Jury. As a matter of fact these 
characters are figments of the Imagi¬ 
nation used In a very Important and 
delightful art, and the only poeslble 
effect that it can have Is to promote 
thirst among the dlpomanlacs and to 
arouse curloalty among the high 
school students who will speedily 
make laboratory experiments along 
the line of the text. 

My experience in court In regard 
to the violations of the prohibition 
law has been that of an observer with 
very slight exceptions. I do not 
think I have ever tried a case on the 
occasions I have held court as special 
Judge. I have not accepted a fee for 
defending a person charged with this 
offense since the constitution was 
amended In this Instance, and my 
only experience of late years has been 
to assist the prosecuting attorney 
Infrequently when he was otherwise 
engaged. Hut If I was charged with 
the duty of enforcing the prohibition 
law, It seems to me that I would 
register an objection to the ^printing 
of booze literature, even such an 
editorial as I am now writing. And 
this on the simple ground that the 
press Is no place In which to try a law 


suit. Well meaning publications 
like the Outlook ere Innocent causes 
of much of the stubborneee evlAcad 
by members of the public, especially 
In the cities. In their effort to estab¬ 
lish themselves above the law. 

It Is ^pgarent that the licensed 
saloon la as' dead as slavery There 
to no use talking about the poeelblB- 
ty of this oouutry ever fgolng, beck to 
the degradation of a nation rulyd by 
saloon keepsia. The most natural re¬ 
sult of the propaganda for drink will 
be an Increase In the severity of the 
punishment for bootlegging, and It 
would surprise no historian If the 
time would come In this country 
when the punishment for bootlegging 
would be death. It la the banter 
that one aide makes to the othes 
about tbla drinking business with 
words such as personal liberty on one 
aide, and treason on the other. 

• There to no question thet a pair of 
ahoea does not last half as long now as 
they did In the days before prohlbl 
tlon went Into effect. In those dayt 
they -had to last. And what U more 
there ere shoes dh feet these day 
that knew no shoes In the old day* 
The Immediate change In the ex 
pendlture of money when whisky was 
cut off of the budget was new clothes 
and shoes for the women and klda. 
That was the drat place that tin 
money went. In a larger way as the 
time went on the purchase and waatt 
of gasoline corresponds closely to tht 
consumption of alchohol. 

I have nerar lived In a communlt) 
that had an open saloon of the kind 
that used to pass as the poor man't 
club, but 1 have had plenty o' 
chances In the old days of observing 
the workings of such an Institution 
To my mind those aaloons were a 
delusion and a snare, And that tht 
relief that they afforded In each In 
stance was temporary and Illusive 
And while alchohol had a numbing 
effect upon the user himself, yet It lr 
no wise tempered the privation that 
Ills dependents suffered. And It wa> 
the most unjust thing In the history 
of political economy to levy a tax on 
whisky and the other drinks, the very 
things that decreased the earning 
power of the tax payer. It h no won! 
Jer that they voted It out And yet 
to read city papers there are thost 
who yearn for the good old days: 

‘When a man might trade a whole 
week's pay 

For a glorious Jag that would last all 
day; 

A wonderful day and a wonderful 
night, 

Including a free lunch and a light. 

And when at last 

The glad hours passed — 

When swooning nature would stand 
no more, 

lie could fall asleep on the sawdust 
floor, 

With his weary head In the cuspidor." 
f A few years ago I had to cut out a 
oeriodlcal from the big city because 
It seemed to me that-It had become 
even as a correpondence course in 
bootlegging. To read It was to feel 
the urge to rig up some sort of con¬ 
traption and manufacture strong 
drink. This by Indirection of always 
aud forever harping on tie question 
of alchohol and never letting a person 
get his mind off of the subject. 1 
got tired of their arguments and 
came to the conclusion that the edi¬ 
torial staff was composed of nlp- 
ikllllons and I told them not to send 
the Issues any longer.

subject Is bad It says that Pitts ! 
bnrg to suppltod with moonshine 
from Weft Virginia. There to very 
little moonshine made In West Vir¬ 
ginia and 1 feel sura that there to 
none whatever for export. Weet 
Virginia haa no large cities and It to 
practically Imoj -aihle to make mooo- 
•htna In great quantities In any place 
except large cltlee like Pittsburg in¬ 
self. If this were Investigated, no 
doubt It would be foood that the 
oorn came from West Virginia but 
that the process that to requlrad to 
change It Into moonshine took place 
In the big city. 

In this oounty every now and then 
some poor person undertakes to make 
money by moonshlnlng or bootleg¬ 
ging. Without a single exoeptlon so 
far as my memory bolds not one of 
them ever showed a profit or even got 
a living out of It It aeema to the 
casual observer that no sooner la a 
chemlat of a retailer grabbed by the 
authorities then th* county court Is 
automatically Issuing pauper checks 
to support the family of the accused. 

And If on reading such assertions 
as the Outlook makes that Pittsburg 
looks to the West Virginia bills for 
moonshine that If soma of our thrifty 
uelghbors would undertake to turn a 
dishonest penny It would turn out In 
our anthology about like tbe ex¬ 
perience «f P. J. Jlmpeon. P. J 
heard and read that there was money 
In the moonshine business and as ht 
had a considerable crop of oorn and s 
part of a barrel of sugar, ne decided 
lie would try It a whirl. 

Hla farm was up a hollow and hl> 
was the only house In it. He was a 
good farmer. He did not have much 
courage and he did not drink any¬ 
thing himself. He could not etanc 
to hear that there were strange per 
■ ms that would pay as much as tei 
d -liars for a bottle of moonshine 
He had a good deal of pipe sod a 
couple copper settles and he h*u 
worked In a still when he was a bo), 
so he rigged up a contrivance back li. 
the woods and ground up some con 
to his corn crusher and made a run <r 
two and tilled up some Jugs and ke, s 
*nd undertook to sell It They say 
that It was pretty good stuff but h« 
did not know how to get It on tht 
market. 

He went to town one day and spoke 
to a workman who had the reputs 
tlon of using the stuff to get drunk 
on, hut he struck a wrong time, for 
ofce workman was on the stool ol 
repentance, having Ju»t got over a 
spree and who did not Intend Just at 
that time to ever risk his life again 
with moonshine. So the workman 
told him no. and P. J. being pretty 
timid that way went home and got to 
studying around how he could get 
his run on the market, and worrying 
about what the workman might tell 
the sheriff.

They bought ten quarts at 
ten dollars a quart and loaded It In 
the flivver and got ready to start, 
when P. J. demanded his money. 

"Oh, that," said the workman 
"we pay In the regular way. We 
will leave the money for you at the 
sheriff's office. You come and get 
It." P. J. has not got the money yet 
and he never will get It. 

1 am sorry that the Outlook things 
tit to give Intimate details about 
booze without swearing out warrants. 
Better keep off the subject. There 
was a Justice who married his Urst 
couple. He had no form to dismiss 
them so he said: "That's all. Go 
and sin no more."
